T»<  u&rlicrt  writora  op  tire  f.-etivitira  of 
tho  Ohridlmoa  m‘:uiou.Bpouk  of  tho  custom 
uf  docking  hotum  and  chu/alioa  with  evor- 
gnetm,  afi.i  therefore  it  aprpoara  to  ns  that 
it  nnrt  bo  of  wry  auciout  Oatr,  it  being, 
in  fad,  ono  of  those  ancient  remnants  of 
paganism,  which,  although  forbidden  by 
the  council*  of  tha  curly  (lirintian  Church, 
had  obtained  too  great  •  bold  on  the  pre¬ 
judice*  of  tho  people  to  bo  readily  relin¬ 
quished,  a*  it*  transmission  down  to  the 
present  day.  all  over  Europe,  servo*  to 
prove.  Tho  holly  and  ivy  havo  been  the 
favorite  evergreen*  throughout  Oreat  Bri¬ 
tain  and  Ireland  for  the  above  purpose. 
They  are  regarded  a*  nrrod  cm  Idea*  n< 
tho  aeoaou,  even  to  tho  present  day.  In¬ 
deed,  it  i*  not  ChriMmaa  unloas  the  village 
churoh  ia  hands  rarly  decked  ont  with 
them,  and  likewise  the  cottage  parlors. 
In  Ireland  usq  me  tally  this  custom  is  Carried 
almost  to  extravagance,  and.  indeed,  also 
In  England.  The  tinmblcst  cottage  and 
the  poorest  church  have  their  shore  uf  the 
holly  and  ivy ;  carry  picture  ia  erownod 
with  thorn  ;  and  the  more  historic  the  pic¬ 
ture,  I  be  larger  the  quantity  placed  over

iu  time  lor  some  of  the  memnuul  and 
'  good  ohuer  of  the  aerrant’a  hall.  My 
lather,  yon  moat  know,  ia  a  bigoted  devo¬ 
tee  of  the  old  school,  and  prides  himself 
upon  keeping  up  something  of  old  English 
hospitality.  Ho  determined,  in  his  own 
mind,  tliwt  there  was  no  condition  more 
truly  honorable  and  enviable  than  that  of 
a  oouutry  gentleman  on  hit  paternal  landa, 
and  therefore  passes  tho  whole  of  his  Ume 
on  his  t state.  lie  is  a  strenuous  advocate 
I  tor  tho  revival  of  the  old  rural  games  and 
holiday  olmervanoes,  and  ia  deeply  read  in 
the  writers,  ancient  and  modern,  who  have 
treated  on  the  subject.

Buppcr  w»  aunonneod  shortly  after  our 
aid  rid  R  was  served  up  in  a  spacious 
oukOu  chamber,  the  pauc]g  of  which  sboue 
with  wax,  and  ocean d  which  were  several 
family  portraiU  deworated  with  holly  and 
ivy.  Urakles  the  soonstomed  light*,  two

plate.  The  table  whs  abundantly  spread 
with  subsfcmtial  fare  \  hgi  the  squire  made 
his  sapper  ef  frnmsrity,  s  dish  made  of 
wheat  cakea  boiled  in  milk,  with  rich  spice*, 
being  a  standing  dish  in  old  time*  for 
Christmas  eve.  I  was  happy  to  find  my  old 
friend,  ruinoed  pie,  in  the  retinue  of  the 
fasst ;  and  finding  hua  to  be  perfectly 
orthodox,  and  that  1  need  not  be  ashamed 
of  my  predilection,  I  greeted  him  with  all 
the  warmth  wberuwith  wo  usually  greet  an 
okl  and  genteel  acquaintance.

that  was  by  no  meau  bad,  excepting  that 
it  ran  occasionally  to  to  a  falsetto,  like  the 
notes  of  a  split  reed  he  quavered  forth  a 
quaint  old  ditty.

Thesnpper  had  diipoaed  every  one  to  gay- 
ety.  and  an  old  harper  was  summoned  from 
the  servants'  hall,  where  he  had  been 
strumming  all  the  qrening,  and  to  all  ap¬ 
pearance  comforting  himself  with  some  of 
the  squire's  home-brewed.  Hu  was  a  kind 
uf  hanger-on,  I  was  told,  of  the  establish¬ 
ment,  and,  though  wtensibly  a  resident  of 
the  village,  was  oftsner  to  be  found  in  the 
squire's  kitchen  thm  in  bu  own  home,  the 
old  gentleman  being  fond  of  the  sound  of 
“harp  in  hall.” 

The  danoe,  like  most  donees  after  sap¬ 
per.  was  a  Vtcnry  toe ;  some  ot  the  older 
folks  joined  ia  it  and  the  squire  him¬ 
self  figured  down  several  couple  with  a 
partner,  with  whon  be  affirmed  he  had 
danced  at  every  Clxistiuos  for  neatly  half 
a  century.

From  sev¬ 
eral  shy  glancos  which  I  had  noticed  in  the 
conrae  of  tho  evening,  I  suspected  there 
was  a  little  kindness  growing  np  between 
them  .  and,  indaod.  the  yonng  stUdier  was 
jnst  the  hero  to  Oaptivato  a  romantic  girl. 
He  was  tall,  slender,  and  handsome,  and 
like  most  yonng  British  officers  of  late 
years,  had  picked  up  various  smaJ 
pliahmenta  on  the  continent — he  could  talk 
French  and  Italian — draw  landscapes,  sing 
very  tolerably — dance  divinely  ;  but,  above 
all,  ho  had  been  wounded  at  Waterloo
